John Lewis is the U.S. Representative for Georgia's Sth district and an American hero known for his role in the civil rights movement. He 
began his work as a student in Nashville helping to organize sit-ins, he participated in the first Freedom Rides, and he was the youngest 
speaker at the 1963 March on Washington. Hic career has included voter registration activism, service on the Atlanta City Council, and 
over 25 years in Congress. Lewis was awarded the Medal of Freedom by President Barack Obama in Z0II, and was the first recipient of 
the John F. Kennedy “Profile in Courage” Lifetime Achievement Award. Andrew Aydin learned that the civil rights legend had been inspired 
as a young man by a classic 1950¢ comic book, "Martin Luther King & the Montgomery Story.” Together, they discussed the impact that 
comic books can have on young readers and why they decided to write a graphic novel together about the civil rights era. It was a very 
special day in the history of our school.
